New polls add to President Barack Obama’s newfound momentum in swing states. 


Numbers show 
fresh obstacles for 
Romney’s campaign 

Washington 

President Barack Obama has 
grabbed a significant lead over Mitt 
Romney in Ohio and holds a slen- 
der edge in Florida, according to 
two new polls by The Washington 
Post, indicating that there are fresh 
hurdles in the way of the Republi- 
can challenger’s best route to victo- 
ry in the Electoral College. 

Among likely voters, Obama is 
ahead of Romney in Ohio 52 percent 
to 44 percent. In Florida, the presi- 
dent leads 51 percent to 47 percent, 
a numerical but not statistically sig- 
nificant edge. Among all registered 
Florida voters, Obama is ahead by 
nine percentage points. 

The new numbers come one 
week after a Washington Post poll 
in Virginia showed Obama with a 
clear lead there. More than half of 
all money spent in the campaign

Report: More fees, 
fewer carrier options 
for U.S. passengers 

Washington 

Airline passengers can expect 
fewer carriers to choose from, 
fewer flights to smaller cities and 
more baggage and other fees as the 
industry continues to grapple with 
high fuel prices and a weak econ- 
omy, according to a government 
report released Tuesday. 

The airline industry is still in 
transition after a tumultuous decade 
in which bankruptcies and mergers 
cut the number of airlines account- 
ing for the bulk of domestic flights 
in half, to just five: American, Delta, 
Southwest, United and US Airways, 
the report by the Department of 
Transportation’s inspector gener- 
al said. If US Airways and Amer- 
ican — which are in merger dis- 


Cutting Flights 

Less competition has enabled 

airlines to try to offset higher costs 
by eliminating less profitable flights 
to smaller cities, the report by the 
Department of Transportation’s in- 
spector general said. Airlines cut 
the number of scheduled domestic 
flights by 14 percent between June 
2007 and June 2012, the report said. 
As a result, flights have fewer empty 
seats, and airlines have been able to 
increase fares. (AP) 


cussions — were to combine, that 
would drop to four. 

There are dozens of other airlines 
in the U.S., but collectively, those 
smaller carriers account for less 
than 15 percent of total passenger 
traffic. Twelve years ago, there were 
10 major U.S. airlines accounting for 
90 percent of domestic flights. But 
high fuel prices, the 2008 recession 


and a slow economic recovery have 
taken a toll, the report said. 

In 2000, fuel costs were just 10 
percent of airline operating expens- 
es. Fuel costs peaked at 40 percent 
of expenses in 2008, outdistanc- 
ing payroll as the airlines’ biggest 
expense. Last year, fuel accounted 
for 35 percent of expenses. 

Last year, the industry attempt- 
ed 22 fare increases, of which 11 
were successful, the report said. 
Airfare increases are considered 
successful if competitors also adopt 
an increase. 

Since 2008, airlines have also 
supplemented their fares by charg- 
ing a wide range of fees for ser- 
vices that in most cases used to 
be free. Baggage fees alone con- 
tributed $2.7 billion in added rev- 
enue to airlines last year. Besides 
fees for checked bags, at least two 
airlines — Allegiant and Spirit — 
now charge passengers for carry- 
on bags.

“The impulse towards intoler- 
ance and violence may initially be 
focused on the West, but over time, 
it cannot be contained,” Obama 
warned the U.N. General Assembly

The gloomy backdrop for 
Obama’s speech — a world riven 
by deadly protests against an anti- 
Islamic video, by war in Syria, by 
rising tension over a nuclear Iran 
and more — marked the dramat- 
ic shifts that have occurred in the 


past year, when democratic upris- 
ings in the Arab world created a 
sense of optimism. 

The leaders are assembled here 
as anger still churns over a video 
that mocked the Prophet Muham- 
mad and helped touch off protests 
throughout the Muslim world that 
killed at least 40 people, including 


the U.S. ambassador to Libya. 

Obama delivered what amount- 
ed to a lecture on what he pre- 
sented as the importance of free 
speech. 

He stressed that just as the “cruel 
and disgusting” video did not reflect 
U.S. values, the backlash against it 
did not represent the views of most 
Muslims. Still, he said, “the events 
of the last two weeks speak to the 
need for all of us to address honest- 
ly the tensions between the West 
and the Arab world that is moving 
towards democracy.” 

He said controlling informa- 
tion is obsolete in the Internet age. 
But he said leaders must be swift 
to respond to those who answer 
hateful speech with violence.

The empty whiskey bottles and 
overturned, sand-filled skiffs that 
litter this once-bustling shoreline 
are signs that the heyday of Soma- 
li piracy may be over.

da have put a huge dent in Soma- 
li piracy and might even spell the 
end of the scourge. 

“There’s nothing to do here 
these days,” said a pirate in the 
former pirate haven of Hobyo who 
gave his name as Hassan Abdi, a 
high school graduate who taught 
English before turning to piracy 
in 2009. “The hopes for a revital- 
ized market are not high.”

Replacement refs 
ignite a firestorm 
after a bungled 
call in Seattle

Our nation came together Tuesday 
over a collective outrage, an egre- 
gious injustice, a nationally tele- 
vised attack upon all that is decent 
and fair in America. As must be 
clear now to the NFL, if you real- 
ly want to feel the collective wrath 
of the American people, just mess 
with their football. 

On Monday night, and well into 
Tuesday, the nation aimed its anger 
at the NFL over the controversial 
ending of the Seattle Seahawks- 
Green Bay Packers game on ESPN’s 
“Monday Night Football.” 

Three weeks’ worth of criticism 
and angst over the subpar perfor- 
mances of the NFL’s replacement 
referees — the regular ones are 
locked out by a labor standoff —

“Terrible,” President Barack 
Obama said about the game’s end- 
ing. “I’ve been saying for months, 
we’ve gotta get our refs back.” 

As inconsistent as the refs have 
been, there were no obvious cases of 
a game being blatantly decided on a 
blown call. But Monday night held 
the feeling of a tipping point.

He did it twice in six plays late in 
the game Sunday. NFL rules require 
a team to have a timeout to chal- 
lenge a play, and Harbaugh should 
not have been allowed to contest 
the ruling. 



Bengals 38, Redskins 31 

The Redskins were hit with a false 
start Sunday with seven seconds 
left. Officials erroneously indicated 
there would be a 10-second runoff 
because of the penalty. Skins of- 
fensive coordinator Kyle Shanahan 
berated a referee, getting an un- 
sportsmanlike conduct penalty, and 
officials marked off a 20-yard pen- 
alty instead of the usual 15. (ap) 



How Did This Happen? The NFL locked out its referees in June after 
their contract expired. Unable to reach a new deal, the league tapped replace- 
ments, most with experience only in lower levels of college football. Pensions 
remain “the major sticking point” in talks. The Washington Post reports, citing a 
source who said the referees seek an annual pension contribution of $38,500 per 
official. The league wants to replace the pension plan with a 401(k). (ap/twp)

“I’m convinced Monday’s gaffe 
was a watershed moment,” wrote 
Yahoo.com’s Michael Silver, “and 
I worry it might trigger a down- 
ward spiral that takes on a life of 
its own.” 

The NFL in a statement upheld 
the ruling (but said Tate should 
have been flagged for pass inter- 
ference). 

The statement gave no indica- 
tion of when the league might set- 
tle its labor dispute. But the NFL 
and representatives for the refs 
were negotiating Tuesday, sources 
said. Those talks had been sched- 
uled before Monday night’s episode.

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D.C. Gets Sales Tax Win 


Judge rules city can 
collect sales taxes on 
full hotel room rates 

Washington 

The District of Columbia can col- 
lect sales taxes on the rates hotel 
guests pay for rooms they book 
through online travel companies, 
a judge has ruled. 

The city has been collecting 
taxes on the wholesale rates that 
the companies pay to hotels. It 
claimed in a lawsuit that com- 
panies including Expedia, Orb- 
itz, Travelocity and Priceline owe 
between $4 million and $10 mil- 
lion in unpaid taxes and interest 
dating back to 1998. 


Dozens of similar lawsuits have 
been filed across the country, and 
cities have met with mixed success 
in cases already decided by courts.

The minimum amount of unpaid 
taxes and interest from travel com- 
panies including Expedia and Orbitz 
to D.C., per the city’s lawsuit claim. 


On Monday, Superior Court 
Judge Craig Iscoe granted sum- 
mary judgment to the district on 
portions of its lawsuit, while other 
portions are yet to be decided. The 
city can’t immediately start collect- 
ing taxes because the case is not 
over. The city is still seeking dam- 
ages from the firms, which also 


could appeal the summary judg- 
ment rulings. 

“The Court’s ruling today is 
an important step in our efforts 
to ensure that the district receives 
the substantial sums it is owed by 
online companies selling hotel 
rooms in D.C.,” Attorney General 
Nathan said in a statement. 

Joseph Rubin, president of the 
Interactive Travel Services Associ- 
ation, a trade group that represents 
the companies, said he was confi- 
dent the companies would win on 
appeal if they decided to do so. 

The industry contends that the 
difference between the wholesale 
rate the companies pay and the rate 
charged to consumers is a service 
charge that should not be taxed.

Report: More D.C. Students 
Taking, Passing AP Exams 


Washington 

An increasing number of D.C. Pub- 
lic Schools students are taking and 
scoring well on Advanced Place- 
ment exams, the College Board 
reported this week. 

More than 2,200 students took 
at least one AP exam this year, an 
increase of 25 percent since 2008. 
The greatest growth was among His- 
panic, white and female students. 

And though the percentage of 
“passing” exams — i.e. those that 
earn at least 3 points on a 5-point 
scale — in DCPS still trails the 
national average, it has jumped 40 
percent over the past five years. 

Those changes come two years 


after the school system began 
requiring all high schools to offer 
at least four AP courses, a mea- 
sure meant to extend the high-lev- 
el courses to more students. 

“In our strategic five-year plan, 
we made it a goal to double the 
number of advanced students at 
DCPS,” Schools Chancellor Kaya 
Henderson said in a statement. 
“With the news in this report, it 
is clear we are on track toward 
success. I fundamentally believe 
our students have the grit and 
determination to make this dis- 
trict one of the best performing 
in the country. We are well on our 
way to proving that is possible.”

As the playoffs near, 
Nationals face tough 
call in the bullpen 

The Nationals 

From the day Drew Storen was 
drafted in the first round in 
2009, the Nationals envisioned 
him emerging from the bullpen 
in the ninth inning of postseason 
baseball. 

It is a cruel twist that he has 
rarely closed this year, the first 
in which the Nationals have been 
among baseball’s best teams. After 
he saved 43 games in 2011, elbow 
surgery during spring training cost 
him the first half of this season and 
also cost him the closer’s role, which 
went to his teammate on the field 
and his roommate off it. 

Tyler Clippard, an All-Star as 


a set-up man last year, seized the 
job and for months looked like he 
had no intention of giving it back 
to Storen. Now, with the end of 
the regular season just more than 
a week away, Clippard’s increas- 
ingly shaky outings and Storen’s 
resumed dominance appear to 
have flipped the story. Manager 
Davey Johnson recently said the 
two would share the closer job but 
that he was leaning toward Storen 
as his primary option. 

“You don’t have to put a name 
on it all the time,” Johnson said. 
“The guy that goes out there is the 
closer that day. How’s that?” 

As the Nationals opened a series 
in Philadelphia on Tuesday, Storen 
was likely to be his choice. 

Clippard has saved 32 games 
this season, but his ERA in Septem- 
ber is 9.64. He had surrendered at 
least one run in four of his past five 


outings entering Tuesday, leading 
to two blown saves and a loss. 

Storen, meantime, has improved 
consistently since rejoining the team 
after the All-Star break. He had a 
4.15 ERA in July, then dropped it 
to 3.38 in August and 0.86 in Sep- 
tember. He has not allowed a run 
in his past 11 appearances. 

Throughout the season, John- 
son has shown loyalty to his most 
important players, allowing them 


to work through slumps with- 
out fretting about losing their job. 
Most often, his patience has been 
rewarded. 

But Johnson can’t afford to go 
into the postseason overly wor- 
ried about the security of a ninth- 
inning lead. “Clip’s struggling a 
little bit, but I have confidence in 
both of them,” Johnson said. “Right 
now I’m going to go to Storen.”

You had a short time between 
seasons 1 and 2. What changed? 

KEY: We allowed ourselves more 
freedom this year to play a little 
more fast and loose. 

PEELE: First season felt like we 
were trying to discover our voice. 
Season 2 is more like we’re play- 
ing in the playground we made 
for ourselves. 

Did you feel like you could take 
more risks this time? 

PEELE: We gave ourselves the 
freedom to be slightly less racial, 
for one. 


Jordan, you’ve now got serious 
competition from “Saturday Night 
Live” with Jay Pharoah taking over 
Obama. Did you see his debut? 

PEELE: No, I missed [it], but I’ve 
seen his impression before, and I 
think it’s great. We’re friends with 
those guys, including Fred [Armis- 
en, “SNL’s” previous Obama]. Peo- 
ple tend to put the impressions 
against one another, but we all have 
a strange bond because it’s a high- 
pressure situation to be in. 

Do you have a favorite sketch from 
this upcoming season? 

PEELE: There’s one scene where I 
get to play Darius Rucker. Keegan is 
a guy at the Darius Rucker concert 
who keeps calling out “Hey, Hootie!”

It depends on where you play — in 
Texas, there was a very pro -mil- 
itary feeling, whereas in D.C., it 
was more of a thinking audience, 
standing back a bit more. 

The songs are Scottish folk 
songs, right?

are old Black Watch regimental 
songs. These are all songs mem- 
bers of the Black Watch have sung 
for hundreds of years. 

Some of the actors have relatives 
in the Black Watch, but these guys 
are actors, not soldiers.

The original company had a drill 
sergeant who came in for a lit- 
tle while and did a few sessions 
with the boys.
